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CONSTITUTION. 



i. Name. 

The name of this organization shall be "The District of 
Columbia Library Association. 
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2. Object. 

Its object shall be to promote intercourse among librarians 
and all interested in library work in Washington city and vicin- 
ity, and to further library interests in general. 

3. Members. 

Any person interested in library work and nominated by a 
member, may be elected a member of the Association by the 
Executive Committee. 

4. Officers. 

The officers shall be a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Sec- 
retary, and a Treasurer : these officers, with three other mem- 
bers, shall constitute an Executive Committee. They shall be 
elected annually by ballot and shall serve until their successors 
are chosen. The Executive Committee shall have power to ar- 
range programs, to appoint such special committees as may be 
needed, and to act for the Association in all matters not reserved 
in these articles. 

5. Meetings. 

Regular meetings of the Association shall be held monthly, 
except during the summer vacation, at such time and place as 
the Executive Committee may determine. The annual meeting 
for the election of officers shall be held in December. 



6. Dues. 

The dues shall be one dollar per year, payable on admission, 
and thereafter at the time of each annual meeting. Non-pay- 
ment of annual dues on the part of a member for two years, 
after due notice has been given by the Treasurer, shall be con- 
sidered as equivalent to a resignation. 

7. Amendments. 

These articles may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present at any regular meeting next succeeding the 
regular meeting at which the proposed amendment was read. 



The Constitution was adopted June 15, 1894. Article 6 was 
amended December 23, 1895 ; article 4, March 9, 1898 ; article 1, 
March 13, 1901. 

The original wording of these articles was as follows : 

Art [CLE 1. The name of this organization shall be " The 
Library Association of Washington City." 

Article 4. The officers shall be a President, two Vice-Presi- 
dents, and a Secretary, who shall also act as Treasurer [etc.] 

Article 6. The dues shall be one dollar per year, payable on 
admission, and thereafter at the time of each annual meeting.
